To Give It A Distinctive Touch 


Since post-exilic days, however, the 
festival has largely lost its agricul- 
tural meaning, and it is observed 
primarily in cdnynemoration of that 
great event in Israel's history when 
it was freed from the shackles of 
Egyptian jjondage and emerged as a 
free people, taking its place among 
the builders of human civilization. 
If Jewish history is to be compared 
with American history, Passover may 
well be designated as the Jewish In- 
dependence Day. 


Like all other important occasions 


in Jewish life, Passover will be ob- 
served with special 
evening 
and 


morning services at the synagogue. 
Pasover, is distinguished from other 
similar functions in that it Is pri- 
marily a home festival. During the 
whole week no bread is to be seen in 
Jewish homes, and -unleavened bread, 
or Matzah, which contains no ingred-, 
ients other than flour and water, is 
used instead. The main observance 
ot the festival will center around a 
reunion of families Wednesday eve! 
(and in orthodox homes also Thurs-1 
day eve) at a special home ceremony, 
called the Seder. 
- 


The word "Seder" means in He- 


brew "order" or "ritual," and the 
Passover eve supper is so styled be- 
cause ot its rich symbolism in which 
the contrast between 
the ancient 


serfdom of Jew in Egypt and his sub-' 
sequent freedom is brought out in 
striking contrast. 
The ritual used 


for this occasion is known as "Hag- 
giidah." It relates the story of Is- 
rael's liberation from JEgypt and it 
reviews the principal episodes in 
Israel's career as a religious com- 
munity.

Pruning Vigorous Trees 


Will Dwarf and Retard 


Pruning not only has a dwarfing ef- 


fect upon vigorous trees but retards 
bearing as well. The unpruned tree 
will reach bearing size, form fruit 
buds and bear fruit before the pruned 
tree. The unpruned treejvlll have no 
balance between branchesT will be very 
dense, and will be Inclined to bear Its 
crops near the ends of the branches 
or outer part of the tree. Just enough 
pruning to direct and control the 
growth of the tree will not materially 
retard bearing and will give much bet- 
ter distribution of bearing wood and 
balance between branches. A loosely 
built tree will form many more produc- 
tive fruit spurs than a tree having the 
same amount of top but more compact- 
ly built. Thinning-out pruning retards 
early bearing only slightly, while head- 
ing-back pruning discourages It the 
most.
